THE attentive reader of English his- 
tory will recognize one phase of na- 
tional character peculiar to our British 
ancestors. It is this: Amid the stor- 
miest times, and at the most revolu- 
tionary epochs in their annals, inqui- 
sition was always made as to what au- 
thority existed in law for any pro- 
posed change in the Constitution of 
the State; and ifa change had been 
effected by violence, the question con- 
stantly recurred as to what sanction 
could be found for it in law. Indeed 
it may be said with truth that the 
English pedple conducted their revo- 
lutions according to law. To that 
which was in its nature lawless they 
prescribed law. This trait belongs to 
every people addicted to constitution- 


have inherited this element 
of national character. When 
it fails our people—no longer 


manifesting its presence with us—we 
will then be ready for a despotism. 
But we are assured that this conserva- 
tive force still hath vigor in the Ameri- 
‘can heart and mind. It will appear 
that the despotism of a faction, though 
supported apparently by a legal ma- 
jority, will find a Runnymede as cer- 
tainly as JouN found it. This con- 
servative force is being called into the 
field north of the Ohio and Susque- 
hannah. It has “been successfully 
mustered,and has accomplished much, 
though not all its work in Tennessee. 
To finish its labors in accordance with 
the spirit of American liberty will re- 
quire time, patience and calm wisdom. 
Much has been violently done since 
1860-in utter repugnance to-American 
law and precedent. Not a tithe 
of this can be undone; for 
neither the necessity nor de- 
desire ofreversal exists In by far the 
larger number of instances these 
wrongs could not be corrected with- 
out committing still greater wrongs 
and inflicting on the State irreparable 
injury. This well recognized princi- 
ple of law and statesmanship secures 
to the fanaticism that bred the war 
the main result for which it labored— 
the perpetual overthrow of African 
slaveryy It likewise gives tothe sin- 
cere Unionist immunity from seces- 
sion so long as no cause for revolution 
is afforded. Beyond this there are, 
however, two questions that demand 
a settlement at the earliest practicable 
moment. They have grown out of 
the war. One of them is whether the 
Sranchise laws of Tennessee, imposing 
exclusion from the ballot box for par- 
ticipation or complicity in the late civil 
war and the admission of a new class of 
voters to the electoral body with- 
out the consent of the previous 
electors, had any foundation in law, or 
were mere usurpations. The other 
equally fundamental and pregnant 
question is whether the American 
system authorizes the civil govern- 
ment of a State to*be superceded in 
time of profound peace by the military 
authority of the Federal Government. 
The latter question will be determined 
ultimately in the arena of Federal 
politics, and perhaps hy the Federal 
Supreme Court—the former must be 
in the domestic forum of our State. 
It is true that by the political action 
of the State the odious laws known as 
the ‘Franchise Acts” will be de- 
stroyed. But. that is not sufficient. 
It would be danjjerous to the liberties 
of all to place that on a mere revolu- 
tion in parties which should be im- 
bedded inthe fundamental law and 
have the sanction of Constitutional 
permanency. The passions of party 


These jaws must receive condemna- 
tion as usyurpatigns, must forever be 
held and recognized utterly 
ifiegal, They haye been so pronoyne- 
ed by the ablest lawyers of the land. 
We are informed that certain meni- 
bers of our own bar (of which we are 
justly proud for its eminence) have 
presented arguments against -the val- 
idity of these franchise laws which are 
thought by the profession tg be up- 
ansewerable. ‘These arguments show 
that these odious acts came within the 
inhibitions of the Federal Constitu- 
tion, and therefore, on that ground 
were illegal and void. Another line 
of argument, quite as conclusive, is 
to the effect that the Convention of 
1865 acted alone under authority de- 
rived from the President ofthe United 
States, and thatauthority confei red no 
power in the Convention to deprive 
any one ofthe electiye franchise, nor 
to change in any respect the electoral 
body; that while this. Convention 
may be recognized as legal for the 
purpose of organizing a State Govern- 
ment, ‘loyal’? to Federal author- 
ity, yet, when it transcended 
this purpose, its acts were void, and 
that it had no power to delegate to 
the Legislature authority to interfere 
with the elective franchise. The 
APPEAL desires, (and in this the peo- 
ple of Tennessee concurs with it) that 
these questions may be judicially de- 
termined, not only for our benefit, but 
for that of all other States of the 
Union. If these laws were usurpations 
of power, it is due to American liberty 
and freedom that they be so decided. 
Let us know whether the right of suf- 
frage hangs on the inconstant fortunes 
of party, or belongs to the great body 
of American liberties. We know that

A Plain and True Statement of the 
Affair. 


Post OFFICE, 
‘MeMPHISs, TENN., August 23, 1869. 

Editors Appeal: I notice in the 
Sun’s issue of Sunday morning an 
article under the heading of ‘*‘ Nota 
Robbery,”’ in relation to the recent 
robbery of the postofiice, which is en- 
tirely false. Not willing to_ believe 
the Sun would wilfully and know- 
ingly publish a false statement, I can 
only say that the editors were wrong- 
ly informed. I herewith hand youa 
simple statement of the facts, with the 
request that you publish the same in 
justice to this office and the public, 
that the false representations above 
referred to may corrected. I do 
not wish todo any one injustice, but 
if Mr. Dowling or any other clerk in 
the postoffice places himself in an un- 
enviable position, by open violation 
of the law, in total disregard of the 
solemn oath of office which he has 
taken, I do not think it is my duty to 
screen him from justice. 
The facts are as follows: On Friday, 
the 20th inst., while the other clerks 
in the distributing department were 
gone to dinner, I saw Dowling wrap 
up some letters in the usual form ol! 
making up mails, and saw him write 
on sai ckage. When I approaehed 
him he Maid the package down directly 
before him on a case, with the writing 
under side, so that I could not see 
what he had written. When I asked 
him where it was going he said it was 
his. I took up the package, when he 
again protested that it was his, and 
was private, and reached his hand to 
take it. On the package was written 
** Joe. J. Dowling, Private.’”’ I opened 
the package in his presence, standing 
close. beside him so that he could see 
the address on the letters as well as 
myself. It contained three letters—

Modification of the Laws Affecting Incomes 


—Miscellaneous. 
New YorK, August 23.—The Her- 


movement alluded to some time ago 
favoring the modification of the laws 
affecting incomes has assumed a more 
ible and: general character. 

The plan proposed is to increase the 
tax on whisky to one dollar gal- 
lon, which, it is claimed, will release 
$8,000,000 of means now within reach 
of the Revenue Bureau for the preven- 
tion of fraud, which will be adopted. 
From tobaceo $3,000,000 can be real- 
ized from stamps, with the modifica- 
tion ofthe present law say $10,000,- 
000, from fermented liquors $10,000,- 
000, from license $10,000,000, and then 
from the modified income tax but 
$15,000: 000 would be required to make 
a total of $155,000,000, an amount 
equal to Secretary Bontwell’s estimate 
for the present fiscal year. The plan 
is to confine to the tax on interest paid 
on the national debt, the five per cent.

paid. This will realize $62,555,000 
without a dollar of expense incurred 
in the collection. The balance it is
